1036^).—^ Whereas, by die notification of die GovCTnment of India in die 
erstwhile Ministry of Surfece Transport, number S,0.1025 (E) dated December 1^, 1998, issued 
under section 11 of the National Highways Authority of India Act, 1988 (68 of 1988), die 
Central Government has entrusted die section from km. 0.00 to km 93.302 of National Midway 
number N.E.-1 in the State of Gujarat to the National Highways Authority of India (hereinafter 
referred to as the “Audiority’’); 

And Wheareas, the Authority has entered into an agreement widi Ahmedabad Vadodara 
Expressway Company Limited, G-5 and 6, Sector-10, Dwaraka, New Delhi-110045, (hereinafter 
referred to as the “Concessionaire”) for die devetopment of die said section of the said National 
Highway; 

And, Whereas, the Central Government has entered into an agre«nent with the Audiority 
for the development of the said section of the said National Highway and to issue a Fee 
Notification to levy and collect the Fees finm die said National Highways in ternis of the 
aforesaid agreement entered into between die Authority £md the said Concessionaire; 

Now, Thercftye, in exercise of powers conferred by ^tion 8 A of the National Highways 
Act, 1956 (48 of 1956), read with rule 3 of the National Highways (Collection of Fees by any 
person for die use of section of National Highways/ permanent bridge/ temporary bridge on 
National Highway) Rules, 1997, the Central Government, having regard to the eTqiei^iture 
involved in building, maintenance, manag^ent and opwation of the said section of die said 
National Highway, interest on the cs^ital invested, reasonable return, die volume of traffic and 
the period of such agreement entered into between the Authority and die said Concessionmre, 
hereby notifies diat dierc shall be levied and'ccllected fees on mechanical vehicles for the use of 
the section fimn km.43.40 to km.

(B) belonging to winner of Gallantry awards such as Param Vir Chakra, Ashok 
Chakra, Maha Vir Chakra, Kirti Chakra, Vir Chakra and Shau^ Chakra, if 
such awardee produces his photo identity card duly authenticated by the 
Competent Authority for such Award; 

(ii) Defence vehicles. Police vehicles. Fire-fighting vehicles. Ambulances, Funeral vans. 
Posts and Telegraphs Department vehicles and Central Government and State 
j Government vehicles on duty. 

3. The rates of fees, the categories of vehicles exempted fioft p^ent of fee and the name, 
address and telephone number of the Concessionaire to whom complaints, if any, should 
addressed, shall be coni^icuously and fsominently displayed 500 metres ahead of dw toll 
booths, 100 metres ahead of the toll booths and at the toll booths also, tlK height of the display 
boaids and size of letters being such that it is easy for drivers to read the display boards. 

4 . The Concessionaire ^all nominate an officer as in-charge of fee collection, and the 
Concessionaire and also such officer shall be rei^nsible to ensure that fees are collected at not 
more than the agreed rates, and the fee collection is smooth without causing undue harddiip to 
the road users and all ofiier matters connected therewith. 

5. The Concessionaire shall publish substance of this notification in two local newsp^)^ 
(one of which shall be in vernacular language), which shall also s^e the commercial opwation 
date as per the provision of this notification, at least ten days {Mior to the date of commercial 
operation as per the provision of this notification, at least ten days prior to tte date of 
commercial operation. Such substance ^all also be rqteated every year, ten days prior to giving 
effect to revis^ fees as pa* this notification.

6. The actual fees to be charged to usera. shall be computed by the Concessionaire and sent 
to Authority for validation as soon as possible after 31^ March every year, but at least forty five 
days before the rate increase is to be effective. Auttority shall provide any comments or reqiwst 
clarifications as soon as possible upon receipt of the fee revision proposal but not later then 
fifteen days of receipt of fee fee revision proposal. If the Authority does not offer comments or 
seek clarification during this poiod the revised fee, as proposed by the Concessionaire shall be 
deemed to have been confirmed by the Authority, 

7. The fees shaU be collected at Km 43.855, km 58.616 and km 86.100 for the distance 
travelled.
